Will go on Sale In Torrance Soon

Postal Notes, new and inex-¥-

pensive type of money order,
may be on sale at all of the
1,575 first class post offices by
approximately Jan. 1, 1945, Po!
master C, Earl Conner Has an-
nounced.

The new type of money order |

will be made available to post
offices other than of the fi
class as rapidly as adequa
stocks of Postal Notes come
from the presses. However,
from the beginning they may be
cashed at any post office in the
United States,

Eighteen denominations of
stamps will be igsued in connec-
tion with the Postal Notes.
They are 1c, 2¢, 3¢, 4c, 5e, 6¢, Tc,
8¢, 9¢, 10c, 20c, 30c, 40c, 50c, 60c,

70c, 80c and 90c. There will be| &

11 denominations of notes: 0,
$1, $2, §3, $4, §5, $6, $7, $8, $9
and $10.

The United States had Postal
Notes from 1884 to 1894. They
were limited, however, to fixed
amounts and inasmuch.as they
were payable to bearer, they
lacked the spcurity of the con-
ventional money order.
